Our 
frleod K A. Goode, of Lexlogion, says 
we are mistaken about this being tbe 
worst drouth lo Casey In tbe memory 
of the oldest citizen and then mentions 
the drouth of 1872, which lasted from 
July 4 to Sept. 18 However, I don't 
believe It could hare been as destruct- 
ive as tbe present ooe, ibuugb it might 
bare been of greater duration. Nothing 
more than a "dust-settler" bas fallen 
here for eight weeks. Vegetation of 
all kinds is either dead or dying— pas- 
tures long ago parched and poods, 
branches and creeks dry as tbe palm of 
vour band, save puddles here and 
there. I have known crops to be so far 
advanced by July 4 that a fairly good 
yield would bare been made without 
further rain, but at It waF, this year’s 
crops are three weeks late and had a 
stunted growth lo the beginning of the 
season as a result of a very cold spring. 
At this writing the prospects for a 
good rain are quite encouraging, tho’ 
prospects may go for naught, as all 
signs have lo tbe iMtsi. C. C.
